The main points of the misunderstanding center around 
whether small, prefabricated homes can be built near a restrict- 


ed subdivision and whether the 
city will allow gas stations any- 
where and everywhere or zone 
them 500 to 1,000 feet away 
from existing service stations. 

Because councilmen were not 
certain just what provisions 
were contained in the attached 
papers of the zoning map, May- 
or J. C. Bowen failed to get a 
second to a motion which would 
adopt the code by reference 
through ordinances. 

"This was the the second meet- 
ing in a row that councilmen 
failed.to act on the matter after 
requesting the zoning board to 
prepare the map. Mayor Bowen 
suggested that the council eith- 
er approve the map or get rid 
of the zoning board. 

Earlier in the meeting he told 
zoning.board chairman William 
Masonic that 99% of the action 
of the zoning board had never 
been made law and his recom- 
mendations weren't legal. 

One point, at least for the 
moment was resolved, and that 
was that junk yards, instead of 
being ruled out of the city, are 
allowed in the industrial area of 
the city near the railroad right- 
of-way; however, this isn't de- 
finite since the map isn't law 
yet. 

Councilman Ray Sullivan 
motioned to approve the map 
on first reading; however, the 
mayor declared Councilman R. 
R. Roadman's second too late 
and the matter died. 

Ges Stations 

The council approved building

Big Sales Continue 
At Glades Market 


Eight hundred sixty cattle re- 
turned $107,945.69 at the May 
25 Glades Livestock Market 
sale, the seventh largest of 1959 
and the eighth time since Jan. 
1 that gross receipts have been 
over $100,000. 

All slaughter classes sold 
slow compafed to a week ago 
while stocker heifers and bulls 
were fully steady. Other stocker 
classes were also slow. 

The market bulletin said a 
seasonal price weakness rather 
than the usual seasofial decline 
for the summer was expected. 

The best-slaughter steers sold 
$23.50-25.25, heifers graded uti- 
lity at the top and returned 
$19.50-22. Good calves sold 
$27.00-30.25. Bulls at the utility 
level sold $22.75-23.25. 

Stocker steers topped $23.00. 
24.50, heifers $23.50-26.50 and 
calves returned $20.00-32.00 for 
the best. 


Progress Is Good 
On Cemetery Site 


The Communty's first local 
cemetery has móved well along 
with construction in the past 
several weeks and the first 
mausoleum building is begin- 
ning to take shape. 

Don Behrhorst, President of 
Foreverglades Mausoleum Gar- 
dens, said, "The foundation for 
the entire first garden unit is 
in, and we are hastening the 
erection of this first building. 
‘Though we actually have crypt 
spaces available if we have to 
use them, beautifying the im- 
mediate grounds will have to 
wait until the heavy equipment 
is no longer needed.” 

Above ground entombment 
is a necessity in the Glades soil, 
as Mr. Behrhorst points 
since health authorities will 
permit ground burial. “In a way 
this community is fortunate in 
being limited to a more efficient 
and superior method of burial,” 
said Mr. Behrhorst. 

“Under the increasing super- 
visory regulations of the state 
of Florida the local group has 
been chartered and licensed to 
operate a cemetery, and we 
know the Glades wil watch 
with interest the development 
of these gardens as not only.a 
memorial to individuals but as 
an outstanding achievement of 
the community as a whole. With 
the community's support this 


project will grow rapidly inte,,

Sewer System 
Shov!d Be Ready 
By September 1 


City Manager C. B. Talmadge 
reported Wednesday to the 
Belle Glade City Commission 
that the city's sewer system 
was expected to be put into 
operation by Sept. 1 of this 
year. That date is 30 earlier 
than first estimates of the pro- 
ject. 

Commissioners learned that 
the overall sewage treatment 
plant was 90% completed and 
that the main lift station was 
half completed, Work is ex- 
pected to start next week on 
one of the other two lift sta- 
tions, Electrical work, last ma- 
jor item of the plant's construc- 
tion is expected to be complet- 
ed in three weeks. 

In connection with this news, 
the councilmen passed on second 
reading a brace of four ordin- 
ances dealing with plumbing in- 
spections, reinspections and ma- 
terials to be used relative to 
house connections to the sewer. 

The council also accepted the 
recommendation of the city 
manager to grant a 120-day per- 
iod for the connection and 
charge $10 per hook-up at the 
time the city specifies, June 1 
through Sept. 30 of this year; 
or $25 thereafter. 

A letter to prospective users 
has been drafted to send out 
late this week explaining ‘the 
procedure in detail. The letter 


z outlines definite procedures tà 


be followed to comply with 
ordinances. Procedures covered 
include plurabing work, inspec- 
tion, connection and deposit 
charges among other pertinent 
information. 

Street Abandonment 

At the request of the council 
K. C. Mock, engineer, present- 
ed a study of the feasibility of 
extending N: W. 8th St. north 
of the canal The report, pre- 
sented through the city man- 
ager, stated that a street could 
be built practicably there; how- 
ever, additional right-of-way 
would be needed, and drainage 
problems would need to be solv- 
ed. 

After considerable discussion 
about whether the street would 
ever be constructed at a later 
date, the council approved a 
resolution submitted by George 
Wedgworth recommending that 
the county commission abandon

"We got a lousy Job—unsat- 
isfactory to the nth degree" 
Commissioner Paul Rardin, Can.

Rardin said the floor cover- 
ing is peeling off and charged 
the installation was faulty. 
Cork flooring in the auditorium 
has buckled and curled up. At- 
tempts to repair the floor has 
left obvious space and cracks 
between the cork squares. 


The commissioner won ap- 
proval of the board to notify 
John Tschirgi, contractor on the 
project, to fix the floor or else 
a suit would be instituted “if 
corrections are not made. 


Rardin also noted that the 
board would soon approve the 
start of construction of a new 
health building, and he sug 
gested the board retain a com- 
petent engineer to supervise the 
Job “and see that everything is 
done by the book."
